How to Make Your Own Set

planets in the solar system. To-

sun and any other data you wish 
to use. 


Kfvct Ases tefetber tat 
cause it calls for making a pock 
et-size set of junior spaceman's 
planet plaques (Figure 2) held 
together with a rivet as shown 
by "A" in Figure 1. 


Cut nine cardboard discs to 


lepiesent the nine planets. While 
it is difficult to have the rela- 
tive sizes of the planets abso- 
lutely accurate, you can come 
close enough to present the gen 
eral idea. 


Jupiter is the giant of the 


group, so cut a cardboard disc 
three inches in diameter. Saturn 
is next in size, so for that beauti- 
ful planet cut a disc two and 
five-eighths inches'in diameter. 
Next comes Uranus, which is only 
two-fifths the size of Jupiter, but 
to keep the plaques fairly large, 
make the Jupiter disc two inches 
in diameter. Make the Neptune 
disc two inches wide also, as it, 
too, is about two-fifths the size 
of Jupiter. 


Venus and Earth are very close 


to the same diameter. Although 
they are about a tenth the size 
of Jupiter, make the discs for 
both of them one and five-eighths 
inches in diameter. Mars is about 
oae-IOth the site of Jupiter, but 
to have space on which to print 
data, make the Mars disc one and 
a fourth inches in diameter. How-

At the age of five, my boy 


wanted to know if I had lived 
in the era of the cavemen, and 
seemed .disappointed that I had 
never met any personally. At the 
age of six, he knew that a great 
time gulf existed between tht 
cavemen and me, but he still 
wanted to know if I had ever 
met Abraham Lincoln. 


To a child, a father In hia 4fe 


might as well we 150 years old. 
The difference between a father 
and a grandfather, which seems 
so pronounced to us, is nothing 
at all to a child.. 


Years, decades, and centuries 


are all blurred in the short focus 
of the child's mind. What hap- 
pened two years ago might have
